General Board Ready 
for Promotion Restudy 


A broad investigation of the entire 
Navy and Marine Corps system of pro- 
motion by selection will get underway 
next Monday, Jan. 27, when the Gen- 
eral Board, acting on a directive from 
Secretary of the Navy Swanson, begins 
hearings. 

Meanwhile, interest in the promotion 
problem has been revived in Congress 
where the House Naval Committee at 
the suggestion of its chairman, Repre- 
sentative Vinson of Georgia, is planning 


to investigate the operation of the 
present promotion system in the Ma- 


rine Corps. Some members consider it 
likely that a general restudy of navy 
promotion may grow out of the probe. 

With a large majority of officers fa- 
voring special Departmental study of 
the question, as evidenced by the Army 
AND Navy JourNAL survey, the Secre- 
tary ordered his advisory council, the 
General Board, to make the study. A 
complete comprehensive reconsideration 
of the entire problem is promised, with 
every group being given an opportunity 
to present its views. The hearings will 
be closed, 

Little change was evident in the 
trend of opinion as tabulation of the re- 
turns of the JourNAL survey continues. 
With slightly more than 900 votes 
counted to date, the percentage of 
votes on each question remained close 
to that shown in earlier tabulation. 
The only noticeable change was in 
answer to Question 2—‘Do you believe 
the present form of forced attrition is 
harmful to morale?” On the basis of the 
first 500 returns, reported last week, 
68% answered yes as against 82% no. 
The more complete returns show an in- 
crease of four percentage points, in the 
negative answers. Answers to the other 
questions changed only about a point, 
one way or the other, with the per- 
centage mounting to slightly more than 
80 per cent in favor of a restudy of the 
promotion problem.

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Press Comments on Withdrawal of Japanese from London Naval Conference 


The withdrawal of the Japanese delegation from participation in the Naval 
Limitation Conference at London has been the subject of considerable comment in 
the American press. Practically unanimously the press deplores the action and 
points out that it means the return of competitive building and the abandonment of 
limitation by agreement. 





The New York Journal of Commerce—under the heading “New Threats to 
Peace’—says “The Japanese delegation has walked out of the London Naval 
Conference, thus ending hopes, however slim, that something might be done at 
this meeting to abate the national armaments race. The Soviet Government an- 
nounces the doubling of its appropriation for national defense. Our own expendi- 
tures for naval and military purposes will attain a new peace time record during 
the coming year. The war in East Africa continues, with resulting disturbing 
tension among several major European powers. 

“Faced with a dreary prospect of new foreign wars, many an American hastens 
to ask himself, “What must we do to stay out?’ Even a number of those who 
have consistently favored a liberalization of our tariff policy and more definite 
cooperation on our part in international efforts to promote world economic re- 
covery wonder whether the time is now propitious for such steps. Rather they 
ask, may it not be better to follow as far as possible an isolationist policy, even 
though it proves expensive to us for the time being, rather than risk the 
danger of foreign entanglements and wars.” 





The Star in Peoria, Ill., asserts “It is not improbable that the world soon will 
witness the spectacle of a naval construction race, such as has possibly never 
before been seen. ‘The limitation conference in London has flopped with the with- 
drawal of the Japanese delegation from further participation. There is some talk 
of a four-powered agreement, but this is absolutely out of the question with Japan 
standing aloof. 

“The breakdown of negotiations has been anticipated from the very outset, 
and they might just as well not have been started. Japan had long before an- 
nounced the only agreement it would consider was one giving it equality with 
British and American navies. National pride would stand for nothing less, its 
leaders announced. 

“In addition to the Japanese attitude the times were out of tune with purposes 
of the gathering. War clouds are hanging heavy over Europe. Britain sees a 
necessity for a great increase in its navy for protection of its empire. Germany 
is building up a large navy and Italy and France are both increasing. 

“The United States, free from the threat of war, is building up to previous 
treaty agreements too, to be ready for any eventuality.” 





“Japan has taken the step long foreshadowed as inevitable,” says the Wash- 
ington Star. “and bolted the London Naval Conference. Refusal of other powers 
to concur in the demand for ‘a common upper limit of tonnage,’ the Japanese defi- 
nition of parity, led Admiral Nagano to declare that no useful object could be 
achieved by further participation in the conference. Deliberation will continue at 
a four-power conference, but all concerned are conscious that for practical pur- 
poses naval limitations is at an end. Japanese determination to build regardless 
of ratios means that the road is once again open for that costly and perillous 
competition in naval construction which it sought to abolish at Washington in 
1922. It would be idle to pretend that the cause of world peace has not suffered 
a setback.” 


In the New York Sun, one reads, “The declaration of Admiral Osami Nagamp 
that Japan has no intention of starting an armament race is, like other state 
ments of the sort, of a highly perishable nature, to be canceled by the exigencig 
of tomorrow. At any rate, the gloomiest predictions made in advance of the ¢qp. 
ference are just about fulfilled. The control of naval armaments by agreement 
inaugurated at Washington in 1921-1922 and continued at London in 1930, seems 
destined to end. Such agreements as the powers left in the conference may reag 
cannot touch the essentials.” 





The Philadelphia Jnquirer says, “The formal announcement by the Japane» 
delegates at the London Naval Conference is not unexpected. It has been evident 
from th first that nothing short of complete naval equality with the United States 
and Great Britain would satisfy Japan. The suggestion of a common upper limit 
as an alternative to the present ratio was obviously impractical, as Norman Dayis 
pointed out. It is not unnatural that Japan should seek a formal acknowledgement 
of equality with the two other great sea powers. But her plan would make fo 
superiority, not equality. With a necessarily narrower range of action her fle 
would have a tremendous advantage over others. 

“The present British concentration in the Mediterranean is an example. 
Equally the United States, with two long sea-coasts to defend, would be no match for 
Japan in the Far East. Furthermore, Japanese policy has of late been so aggres. 
sive that even the combined American and British Fleets might not be able ty 
deal with the Japanese in its own waters. The delegates of the other powers a 
London could not fail to see the dangers inherent in the Japanese demand. The 
question is essentially not one of defense, but of offense.” 





Under the heading “End of the Treaties” the Baltimore Sun declares, “There 
would be little point in attempting to minimize the potential dangers of the situa 
tion thus created. Unless some miracle intervenes, the naval powers will in 1937 
be free, in a strictly legal sense, to build as many ships as they may desire or 
ean afford. In addition, Great Britain and the United States will regain their 
right to fortify certain islands and other possessions in the Far East. The freedom 
to build would seem to forecast a disastrous naval race, while the right to erect 
fortifications in the Western Pacific would, if acted upon, so seriously disturb the 
balance of power in that area as to invite no less disastrous consequences.” 





“If the Japanese continue their habit of withdrawing from international con- 
ferences and assemblies,” states the Providence (R. I.) Journal, “when matters 
do not develop as they desire, the world naturally will get the impression that 
they are poor collaborators in the task of promoting peace. Unless they suddenly 
change their purpose, they will withdraw from the London Naval Conference 
today with no greater justification than marked their resignation from the League 
of Nations. 

“The reason given to their London conference associates is the rejection by 
those associates of Japan’s demand for naval equality with the United States 
and Great Britain. Yet it must be understood that the Japanese have been their 
own interpreters of what constitutes naval equality. The Occidental nations con- 
tend, with great reason, that to concede absolute equality in terms of tonnage to 
the Japanese would result in the latter having the privilege of constructing 4 
peerless fleet.”

selection in the Marine Corps, the House 
Naval Affairs Committee—as soon as 
Naval Reserve legislation is out of way 
—will consider revision of the Marine 
selection law. 

Members said this week that there is 
considerable feeling in the committee 
regarding the way the Corps has admin- 
istered the system. They believe, it was 
stated, that selection has been much too 
drastic and will attempt to devise some 
means of lessening its severity. While 
consideration of the problem will be di- 
rected particularly to a bill introduced 
by Representative Carl Vinson, chair- 
man of the committee, last week, which 
would not alter the eventual and nor- 
mal operation of the law, entire revision 
or even scrapping of the system is fa- 
vored by some members of the group. 


The Vinson bill, drafted by the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy, in 
accordance with Georgia congressman’s 
directions, would, as outlined in the 
JOURNAL last week, force selection 
boards for the next two years to pro- 
mote only officers who have been passed 
over by previous boards. This would be 
done, mainly, by requiring four years 
service in grade before being eligible 
for consideration for selection. As from 
now until 1938, there will be practically 
no officers in any grades with four years 
service who have not been passed over 
at least once, the boards will be forced 
to make selections from these officers. 

Much of the sentiment in favor of re- 
vision is directed at what is termed the 
“heavy casualties of the unnecessarily 
rapid promotion of a few.” Members 
spoke particularly of one instance where 
several officers were selected for promo- 
tion to lieutenant colonel in the Sum- 
mer and then again for colonel the next 
winter. 

While at present it is the intention to 
confine the committee’s inquiry to Marine 
Corps selection, members say that it is 





for at the next Congress, by members of 
the committee. The investigation would 
possibly come this session, it is said, ex- 
cept for the fact that the President has 
passed the word along that personnel 
legislation be soft-pedaled this Winter. 
Despite this Administration direction, it 
is known that there will be support for 
a general revision of Marine selection 
when the committee takes up the Vin- 
son bill. 

Indicative of the sentiment of the 
committee have been questions of Rep- 
resentative Colgate Darden, jr., Dem. of 
Va., during the hearings the past two 
weeks on the Naval Reserve. Congress- 
man Darden has asked each witness 
what he thought of assigning to the Na- 
val Reserve Regular Navy officers re- 
tired for service ineligibility for pro- 
motion. 

“Here is what I fear,” the Virginian, 
a warm supporter of the Navy, said, 
“We are increasing the retired list at an 
alarming rate. And when action is 
taken against it, as is inevitable within 
the next few years, it will be against 
the list as a whole, and officers retired 
for age, and physical disability as well, 
will have their pay arbitrarily cut some- 
thing like 40 per cent. We are simply 
inviting such a cut by the present law.”

Discuss Peace Conference 


A most interesting discussion of the 
situation surrounding the Peace confer- 
ence in Versailles was given over a 
National Broadcasting Company hook- 
up this week between the Hon. Newton 
D. Baker, war secretary, and Maj. Gen. 
James G. Harbord, USA-Ret., chief of 
staff of the AEF, and now chairman of 
the Board of the Radio Corporation of 
America. 

General Harbord and _ Secretary 
Baker told of the educational facilities 
given the troops after the declaration 
of the Armistice and of General Persh- 
ing’s wise decision to continue intensive 
military training both for the benefit of 
the Army and for the benefit of the men 
themselves. It was pointed out by the 
radio announcer that the period dis- 
cussed is covered in detail in General 
Harbord’s forthcoming book, “The 
American Army in France.” 

The part taken by the Army in help- 
ing the conference was particularly in- 
teresting. Secretary Baker stated: 

“There were large areas of the world 
in which it was recognized that there 
Was not as yet stability enough for the 
establishment of peace and self-govern- 
ment without aid from older and more 
disciplined civilizations. To place these 
areas under mandate for a while was 
found to be necessary in order to pro- 
tect complicated minorities of a religious 
and racial character and to restrain am- 
bitious neighbors who had long sought 
to conquer and exploit them. You, your- 
self, undertook a mission to determine 
for the Peace Conference the most help- 
ful answer to the problem presented by 
Armenia, a Christian country long ground 
between the upper and nether millstones 
of Russian and Turkish ambitions. Your 
report on that expedition I have always 
thought to be a splendid illustration of 
the best service which trained military 
men can render to their day and genera- 
tion. 


General Harbord then said: “That 
search for information, Mr. Secretary, 
scattered our officers far and wide over 
Europe and as far as the ancient lands 
that border the Caspian Sea. Jadwin of 
the Engineers went with a mission to 
Poland, to forecast the fate of the 
Jewish minority in that unhappy coun- 
try, being associated with Homer John- 
son and former Ambassador Morgen- 
thau; Bandholtz by then a Brigadier 
General and once Chief of the Philip- 
pines Constabulary went to Hungary 
during the brief domination of Bela Kun 
and the dawn of the Horthy Regency. 
George H. Harries who had commanded 
the port of Brest during the rush of our 
men to Europe headed a Mission to Ber- 
lin. William N. Haskell of the Cavalry, 
now Major General commanding the 
Guard of his native state of New York, 
went to Roumania and Greece and 
brought up as Allied High Commissioner 
in the Trans-Caucasus. Shallenberger of 
the Infantry who had been aide to Gen- 
eral Pershing was sent to Vienna and 
Belgrade. Daly of the Engineers went 
to Asia Minor. Warwick Green who had 
been Director of Public Works in the 
Philippines investigated in Latvia and 
Ksthonia. Harbord, McCoy, Moseley and 
a dozen others went to the Near East 
to study the considerations involved in 
increased American responsibilities in 
that region. These and many others took 
the uniform of our country to lands 
where it may never be seen again.” 

Mr. Baker stated, “It and other re- 
ports of like inquiry were indispensable 
to the Peace Conference, for the atmos- 
phere in which it worked was filled with 
passionate declamation and with preju- 
dice and distortion to such an extent 
that the real facts could be learned 
only by inquiry on the ground by men 
too wise to be misled and too disinter- 
ested to mislead. 

“It soon became apparent, too, that 
in other portions of the world the waste 
and wreckage of war had produced 
famine which loosened all the bonds of 
internal order and threatened to over- 
whelm the process of recovery by the 
mass madness of starving multitudes, 
In this emergency our army had a very 
special duty to perform.” 


Tax on Retired Pay 

Efforts will be made at the current 
session of Congress to secure rectifica- 
tion of the incongruity in Act 262 of 
the 74th Congress which exempts cer- 
tuin officers who served in the World 
War from payment of income tax on 
their retired pay and does not exempt 
others. 

The Act, in the section in question, 
provides that money by veterans for 
their war service shall not be subject to 
the Federal income tax. On the other 
hand, officers of the Regular Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps and Coast Guard who 
suffered disabilities in the war are re- 
quired to pay tax on their retired pay. 

The situation was brought to the at- 
tention of members of Congress by Col. 
A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., president of 
the Retired Officers’ Association, who is 
now in Washington so that he may be 
available in case congressmen or com- 
mittees desire information concerning re- 
tired officers. 

Both Senator Johnson and Represen- 
tative Kramer of California have taken 
an interest in the situation and state 
that they will sponsor legislation to 
amend the act so that it will be inter- 
preted to include all personnel. The 
amendment they propose to advocate 
would insert in the bill, where the word 
“veterans” occurs in connection with the 


income tax exemption, language sub- 
stantially as follows: 
“Which will include the personnel, 


both commissioned and enlisted men, of 
our Regular Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard, who have already been 
retired, or who may hereafter be retired, 
PROVIDED such personnel were mem- 
bers of any one of the above mentioned 
services during, or prior to, the World 
War.” 


No Bonus for Provisionals 


During the discussion of the bonus 
bill in the Senate, Jan. 20, Senator Rus- 
sell attempted to secure reconsideration 
of Senator Connally’s proposal to pay 
the bonus to provisional first and second 
lieutenants who were discharged or re- 
signed within a year from the Armistice. 
The motion failed by a vote of 38 to 50. 
The contention put forward for paying 
the bonus to such provisionals is that 
they did not intend to become profes- 
sional soldiers. 

Senator Russell said: “A large num- 
ber of officers who held Reserve com- 
missions during the World War and 
after the World War went into the 
Regular Army. ‘Those men today hold 
commissions in the Regular Army and, 
at the same time, hold their adjusted- 
compensation certificates. A small group 
who were provisional officers retired 
from the service immediately after the 
war and have neither commissions in 
the Regular Army or adjusted-compen- 
sation certificates. Why should these 
men be penalized, even though they con- 
stitute a small group, by being denied 
the benefits of the measure which are 
allowed to oflicers of the Reserve Corps 
now in the Regular Army? How can we 
say to a provisional lieutenant in the 
First Division who served in every battle 
in which the American troops were en- 
gaged that because he was a second 
lieutenant with a provisional commission 
he shall not have any bonus certificate 
and, at the same time, give to a Reserve 
officer who served in another division an 
adjusted-compensation certificate,  al- 
though he may hold a commission in 
the Regular Army today? It will be a 
rank discrimination if the Senate shall 
not adopt this amendment and allow the 
men in this group, who are few in num- 
ber, the same benefits of adjusted com- 
pensation as are allowed those who held 
commissions in the National Army or in 
the Reserve Corps.”

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Cheney Award for Heroism 

The Board of Air Corps officers ap- 
pointed to select the recipient of the 
Cheney Award for the year 1935 has 
selected 1st Lt. Robert K. Giovannoli, 
AC, of Lexington, Ky., for his extreme 
bravery in teh rescue of two men from 
a burning airplane at Dayton, Ohio, on 
Oct. 30, 1935. 

The Cheney Award is made each year 
to the officer or enlisted man of the 
Air Corps or the Air Corps Reserve, per- 
forming the outstanding act of valor, 
extreme fortitude, or self-sacrifice in a 
humanitarian interest in connection with 
flying. This award consists of a plaque, 
a certificate of award, and a substantial 
cash award. 

On Oct. 30, 1935, a large experimental 
bombing airplane crashed at Wright 
Field, Dayton, Ohio, the wreckage im- 
mediately catching fire. ‘Three of the 
five members of the crew were rescued 
without great difficulty but Maj. Ployer 
P. Hill, AC, pilot of the airplane, and 
Mr. Leslie Tower, a civilian test pilot of 
the manufacturer of the plane, were 
trapped in the pilot’s all-metal cockpit. 
When Lieutenant Giovannoli arrived at 
the scene of the accident, he immediately 
climbed upon a wing of the burning air- 
plane and made his way to a window 
of the cabin through which he extricated 
Mr. Tower. 

In spite of the fact that the metal 
sides were hot enough to burn one’s 
hand, the heat and smoke practically 
unbearable, and with the knowledge that 
additional fuel tank explosions might oc- 
cur at any moment, he returned, entered 
the compartment through the window 
and began the task of releasing Major 
Hill. With only the aid of a blanket 
about his head he worked with seem- 
ingly superhuman energy for a period 
estimated at between four and five 
minutes. He succeeded in cutting loose 
with a pocket knife the pilot’s shoe 
which had become wedged in the wreck- 
age and then raised the pilot and passed 
him through the window to waiting 
hands. His own escape from a perilous 
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position in which he suffered serious 
and painful burns was _ considered 
miraculous. Major Hill, the pilot, died 
several hours later and Mr. Tower sev- 
eral days later, after complete recovery 
had seemed assured, 





QM Training Conference 


“Quartermaster Depot Organization 
and Operation—Supply” was the sub- 
ject of the Sixth Quartermaster Train- 
ing Conference held at The Quartermas- 
ter Corps School, Philadelphia, Pa., on 
Jan. 20, 1936, with Maj. John V. Rowan, 
QMC, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, and 
Supply Officer, 79th Division, as the in- 
structor. 

After a most interesting and practical 
discussion on the work of Quartermas- 
ter Depots and the necessity therefor, 
each student was required to answer a 
set of questions based upon the instruc- 
tion given. Pistol practice followed the 
conference. 


Adopt DuPrene 

Following extensive experiments con- 
ducted for more than a year, the U. 8. 
Army Air Corps has adopted DuPrene, 
a synthetic rubber manufactured by the 
du Pont Company, as standard for lining 
gas and fuel line connections and for 
radiator connections on airplanes, the 
latter where planes are water-cooled. 
Recently issued specifications by the Air 
Corps require the use of DuPrene in- 
stead of natural rubber for these con- 
nections, which have been said to be 
troublesome because of their tendency 
to deteriorate. 

These connections are used to prevent 
the vibration of the motor from break- 
ing the fuel and oil lines through 
crystallization of the metal tubing. In 
the experiments preceding its adoption, 
DuPrene was found to resist deteriora- 
tion by oil and greases and to be un- 
affected by anti-freeze solutions in water- 
cooled motors. 

Line connections of DuPrene, such as 
the Army has just adopted, have been 
used by the Bureau of Navy Aeronautics 
for about a year.

Reserves on Army Council 

On recommendation of General Malin 
Craig, Chief of Staff of the United States 
Army, Secretary of War George H. Dern 
has added the Executive for Reserve 
Affairs to the high-ranking army officers 
who will be called to sit as members of 
the General Council during the discus- 
sion of any important subject bearing on 
their individual responsibilities. The 
present Executive for Reserve Affairs is 
Brig. Gen. Edwin 8S. Hartshorn, USA. 

This action places the Reserve com- 
ponent of the United States Army on the 
same footing as the Regular Army and 
the National Guard in so far as repre 
sentation on the army policy-making 
board is concerned. It is an evidence 
of the recognition by the Secretary of 
War and the Chief of Staff of the great 
importance of the reserve officers in 
the general plan of national defense. 

The General Council of the Army was 
organized in 1931 on recommendation of 
General Douglas MacArthur, then Chief 
of Staff. Deputy Chief of Staff George 
S. Simonds is president of the General 
Council. The other members are the 
Assistant Chiefs of Staff and the Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War. In addition The Adjutant 
General, the Chiefs of Arms and other 
Services, the Commandant of the Army 
War College, the Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau and, under orders just 
issued, the Executive for Reserve Affairs 
are directed to sit as members of the 
General Council during the discussion of 
important subjects pertinent to their re 
sponsibilities. The Secretary of the Gen- 
eral Staff is Secretary of the General 
Council. 

The purpose of the General Council is 
to review and coordinate major War 
Department projects and to pass on mat- 
ters of current policies. This procedure 
assures close cooperation and uniform 
action in important questions. The Gel 
efal Council submits its recommenda 
tions to the Chief of Staff. 

In response to an inquiry from the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL, Lt. Col. Frank 


E. Lowe, FA, Res., National President 
of the Reserve Officers Association, 
stated: 


“It is with a great deal of gratifict 
tion that the Reserve Officers Associ 
tion learned of the appointment of the 
Executive for Reserve Affairs, Brit 
Gen. Edwin S. Hartshorn, as a member

“In doing this, the Secretary of Wa 
has given evidence of his recognition 
and that of the Chief of Staff, of th 
great importance of the Reserve 
corps in the general plan of national 
defense.

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Motor Vehicle Trophy 

Ft. William McKinley, P. I.—Recog- 
nizing the importance to his command 
of the new motor transportation re- 
ceived this year, Brig. Gen. Alfred T. 
smith, commanding the Philippine Divi- 
sion and Ft. William McKinley, per- 
gonpally donated a silver cup trophy, 
twenty-four inches high by eight and 
one-half inches wide, to the garrison to 
promote interest in the care of the new 
equipment. 

The first motor transportation show 
to be held under the rules applicable to 
this trophy, and the first in which the 
new vehicles were shown took place on 
the @fternoon of Dec. 18, 1935, at the 
Philippine post. The “General Alfred T. 
Smith Cup” was won by the one-half 
ton truck entry of the 14th Engineers 
(PS), driven by Pvt. Isidoro San Luis. 

General Smith’s interest in motor 
transportation is nothing new to those 
who have followed his army career. As 
a colonel he was selected by the War 
Department to command the first com- 
pletely motorized unit of the army, the 
Mth Inf., stationed at Ft. Eustis, Va. 
This regiment was motorized for experi- 


mental purposes in maneuver of the 
trains, headquarters and machine-gun 


companies and their equipment and ma- 
teriel. 

During the past year the I’hilippine 
Division has received over two hundred 
new motor vehicles from the War De 
partment and the problem of their care 
and of training drivers has been an 
important one for the post military au- 
thorities. The soldiers of the Philippine 
Scouts have not in general as much 
motor experience as their American 
brothers in arms. Men who for years 
have driven army mules had to be 
trained as chauffeurs. Curry-comb ex- 
perts have had to learn to handle a 
wrench. Most of this training has been 
accomplished in the last few 
since General Smith has assumed com- 
mand. Shortly after his arrival, General 
Smith personally inspected and selected 
motor vehicles of each class in the Divi- 
sion and had them placed in a condition 
that met his standards. He then re- 
quired all commanders of organizations 
which had motor vehicles to inspect 
these examples. 

The training and standards required 
by General Smith gave outstanding re- 
sults in the show held. The vehicles were 
in such perfect condition that it was ex- 
ceedingly difficult for the judges to de- 
termine the winner.

OUR POLL ON QUESTIONS RELATING to the operation of the selection 
system of promotion has reached the point where it is accepted in Washington 
as fairly presenting a cross section of the opinion of the commissioned personnel 
of the Navy. It is an interesting fact that before beginning one of its extensive 
political polls, the Literary Digest mails its questionnaire to a limited number of 
voters, and the percentage shown in the returns prove to be identical with those 
established by the compiete poll. So with the confidential survey we inaugurated 
in connection with the naval promotion system. Besides those summarized in this 
week’s issue, we have in our guarded possession a large number of cards awaiting 
tabulation, and a cursory examination of them shows substantially the same ratio 
reported in the tables we publish. Therefore, instead of publishing the returns 
weekly, hereafter we shall do so on occasions when such action would seem to be 
desirable in the Service interest, and especially should cards en route show any 
change in the trend of opinion, a complete summary of all the cards received will 
be printed after the General Board shall have completed its inquiry. It is our im- 
pression that such a program will be valuable from an informatory point of view 
and helpful toward proving what the Service wants without any appearance of 
pressure upon the investigative authority. As we have repeatedly stated, our sole 
purpose back of the poll was to establish the real opinion of the commissioned per- 
sonnel and to ascertain whether or not it wished an investigation, and, if so, 
either by a special Board or a Congressional Committee. The Secretary of the 
Navy now holds it necessary to make the inquiry—the poll returns are emphatic on 
this point—and, because a special Board obviously could be handpicked, he has 
turned to the General Board for advice. Aware of its responsibility not only for 
the present but for the future state of the morale of the Navy, that Board, we are 
informed, has determined to get at the facts through the examination of witnesses 
representing all grades and points of view, and those witnesses, we are assured, 
will be protected from official criticism should they object to the existing system. 
We would have liked the inquiry to be public rather than secret, but it is argued 
that freer expressions of opinions can be obtained through the latter method. We 
shall report with our usual care the proceedings of the Board, as far as it is possible 
to obtain the facts, and await its findings with keen interest. We assure the Navy 
that should those findings be in accord with general sentiment, we will support 
them; contrarywise we will act in the interest of efficiency and morale, as the 
Service would have us do, 


THE DIRECTOR OF THE BUDGET now appears to have absorbed the power 
of the Secretaries of War and Navy. As a result of the extension of his authority 
by an executive order recently issued, no officer or employe of the War and Navy 
Departments can favor or sponsor legislation of any kind whatsoever without first 
ascertaining his viewpoint. Should Mr. Dern or Mr. Swanson be questioned by a 
Congressional Committee on a measure which that Committee has proposed, he 
must withhold his opinion until he has run over to the Treasury Department and 
learn whether or not Mr. Bell would support or object to it; and then, informed, he 
would run back and quote the Budget oracle. Aside from the subordination of the 
Army and the Navy to the Director of ‘the Budget, Congress does not like this 
method of doing business. The Military and Naval Committees are concerned 
primarily with questions of National Defense, and the cost thereof is secondary 
though naturally important. When they ask the opinion of officials and officers of 
the Services, they want professional opinions and not the view of a man who has 
had no military experience and cannot inform himself within a few minutes on 
questions of high strategy or the kind of equipment essential for American protec- 
tion. It seems to us the President signed the Executive Order without realizing 
he was limiting the power of his Cabinet Officers charged with the responsibility 
of defense. The order should be cancelled. 


GENERAL CRAIG has taken a most wise and welcome step in adding the 
Executive for Reserve Affairs to the membership of the War Department General 
Council. By doing so he assures that the views and needs of this important com- 
ponent of the Army of the United States will be taken into consideration in any 
studies or recommendations made by thc council. As now constituted this body, 
under the leadership of the Deputy Chief of Staff, represents a cross section of the 
branches and components of the Army. It is a valuable aid to the Chief of Staff 
and the Secretary of War.

Air Reserves—There is no doubt but that the present session of Congress will 
see a determined effort to build up the Air Corps Reserve as well as the regular 
Army Air Corps. Representative McSwain, chairman of the House committee on 
military affairs, has long worked for both objectives and is in favor of as rapid 
expansion as is feasible. 

In connection with the reserves a brief has been filed with the committee, 
and distributed to a number of members, by the Air Reserve Association in which 
its objectives are outlined. The brief asserts that provision for a military air 
reserve has been “wholly neglected.” The pamphlet says, in conclusion: 

“We know that the present regular Air Corps is inadequate and is inferior 
to the air strength of other world powers. This was the finding of the Baker 
board; this was the conclusion of the Howell commission; the fact is recognized 
by the military committees of both houses of Congress . . . Specifically we ask for 
(1) a reasonable number of service type planes; (2) a reasonable number of 
flying hours a year; (3) pay for reserve airmen who perform prescribed training 
flights; (4) indemnity and hospitalization for reserve flyers or their dependents for 
injuries sustained in training flights commensurate with that allowed flyers of the 
regular Air Corps or their dependents; (5) the administration of the Air Reserve 
establshment by qualified personnel who recognize that in time of war the Air 
Reserve must constitute the nation’s first line of defense in the air.” 











Army and Science—It is not generally recognized in civilian life that the military 
and naval services are large contributors to and helpers of the cause of scientific 
research. The recent stratosphere flight in cooperation with the National Geo- 
graphic Society did a good deal to call this to the attention of the public but yet 
there are many other contributions not so well noticed. 

Recent word to the office of the Chief of the Air Corps, recorded in the Air 
Corps news letter, tells of flight made at Nichols Field, Philippine Islands, to aid 
scientists in their studies of cosmic rays. 

Four altitude flights were recently made from Nichols Field for the purpose 
of obtaining Cosmic Ray data for use by Dr. Milliken in his studies. Dr. H. V. 
Neher, from the California Institute of Technology, was the scientist under whose 
supervision the flights were made. 

A P-12E airplane was used, all unnecessary equipment being removed. At 
first considerable trouble was experienced, due to moisture forming inside the 
electroscope, but after a drying agent was placed in the instrument good results 
were secured. Capt. John W. Kirby and Lt. P. K. Morrill were the pilots. 


Benefit by Maneuvers Lessons—As the result of intensive study of the reports on 
the training season last year, particularly the field maneuvers held by the First 
Army, the War Department training directive for the coming year represents 
a distinct advance. The directive was framed with the thought in view of having 
the troops prepared to take the field at existing strength on short notice, thus 
emphasizing their ability to execute mobilization plans. Another factor for empha- 
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sis is the training of small units, squads and platoons, in combat problems on tly 
terrain. Coordination of fire, artillery and infantry, also is stressed as is defen» 
against air craft, mechanized forces, and chemicals. Commanders are urged ty 
inject more variety in the tactical disposition of their units and manetvers. Thy 
directive follows: 

1. a. This directive indicates only those training features upon which specig 
emphasis is desired. The fundamental principles laid down in our trainin 
regulations are considered sound. When applied intelligently im conjunction wit, 
the current teachings of our service schools, they serve as a reliable guide 
meet the changes imposed by new developments in armament and tactical doctrine 

b. The training year will culminate in a field training period; the beginnin 
of the annual training cycle will be fixed accordingly. 

2. In general, the training objective is to produce units prepared to take tly 
field on short notice at existing strength in order to execute current defense play 
or to conduct combined operations against an enemy equipped with modern mean 
of action. With this objective in view, training will emphasize: 

a. The conduct of tactieal problems on the terrain by basic combat units, 

b. The development of team-play in operations of combined arms, particularly 
in night operations. 

c. The employment of coordinated artillery and infantry fire in close supper 
of infantry and mechanized forces. 

d. The defense against aircraft, ehemicals and armored vehicles. 

3. As soon as basic duties are mastered, a diversification in the individu) 
training is desired, especially im the use of the various weapons in the regimen, 
in signal communications and in the operation of different means of transport 
Combat fire and conduct of fire will be emphasized. 

4. More time will be devoted to the training of the basic combat units on th 
terrain. This training will be conducted so as to emphasize. 

a. The power and use of automatic weapons and the controlling influence 
terrain on fire power; 

b. The need for varied tactical dispositions and maneuver in combat; 

c. The use of cover and concealment when in position or in motion. 

5. Training programs will be se drawn as to develop units progressively fo 
participation in exercises of the combined arms. Problems will be based 
tactical situations in mobile operations and will bring out the cooperaton of th 
combined arms, the presence of appropriate units of other arms and services bein 
simulated if necessary. 

6. a. Mobile units of the Regular Army, except Air Corps, will make a marc 
of at least one week’s duration which will include a night march and a force 
march. The length of the daily marches will be appropriate to the march wit 
and its organic means of transport. The principal purposes of the march wil) 
be to harden troops and teach the technique of marching and camping; to practice 
appropriate march formations and to test measures for defense against aircraft 
and armored cars. 

b. Mobile units of the National Guard, except Air Corps, will make one mard 
during the field training period requiring an overnight camp. Advantage will k 
taken of the movement to and from summer camp for training in movement ly 
motor transport. 

7. a. The field training period will culminate in field exercises which wi 
complete and test the training of the combined arms. Within the limitation 
imposed by available funds, all mobile troops will take part in the manenvers ¢ 
the combined arms which will be based on moving situations. 

b. In view of the increasing importance of mechanized and motorized forces 
situations will frequently be introduced requiring commanders of all grades 


execute missions of reconnaissance, security, attack and defense against snd 
forces. In field exercises troops of this kind can be outlined er represented !y 


motor vehicles. 

c. In maneuvers observation aviation often flies over hostile units much lowe 
than would be possible in war without undue risk. This causes ground troop 
to ignore airplanes; training, both ground and air, suffers in consequenee. Com 
manders will take the necessary measures to correct this fault. 

d, Every effort will be made to improve the standard of umpiring. Umpire 
are provided to inject realism into an exercise, to make effective the impressi¢ 
of combat and to assist the commander in accomplishing the training purposes 
the exercise. Critiques will avoid a mere narrative of events; commanders wil 
give tactical instruction by a discussion of possible lines of action open and by th 
development of reasons for the action taken. 

8. a. Training will be given in the execution of mobilization plans of wits

and establishments, together with such instruction as may be practicable in tl 
essential features of the mobilization regulations. Training cadres will be trainé 
for their mobilization assignments. Officers, non-commissioned officers and selectél 
privates will be trained for duties of higher grades and provision will be mi 
for training Reserve officers assigned to units included in the initial mobilizatia 

b. In order to give experience to junior officers and training cadres, the Su 
maries of Unit Training Schedules for Mobilization issued by the War Depart 
ment will be used where practicable as a guide for the training of recruits! 
both the Regular Army and the National Guard. 

9. The importance of developing endurance through physical training will m 


be overlooked. This training will be made a part of the regular training } 
gram. Group games are invaluable but athletic sports developed for exhibition 


purposes lose most of their military value. Professionalism in athletics is 0 
viewed with favor. 


10. Undue emphasis will not be placed upon administration and interior econot! 


Navy Retired Pay—In an answer to an inquiry as to the retired pay of lieutent! 
of the Navy it was stated in the “Question Box” of the January 11 issue of t 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL that lieutenants not selected for promotion “me 
retire after the completion of 21 years’ of commissioned service, at which 02 
he would receive retired pay ranging from $2925 to $3375.” 

This error is doubly regretted by the JournaL in that it conveys a ¥™ 
impression as to the adequateness of retired pay. The minimum pay of a Wie 
tenant retired after 21 years’ of commissioned service is $2126.25, That is” 
pay received by a graduate of the Naval Academy who retired as a lieutenant #f 
21 years’ service. The Navy pay laws allow officers retired for service ineligibi 
for promotion pay computed by multiplying the number of years of service by - 
per cent of his active duty base pay, which would give these officers 52k 
cent of $4050. 

Officers who entered the Navy after service as a temporary off 
officer during the World War, or who had previous warrant or e 
may count such service and will receive retired pay at a higher 
maximum of $3375, while their service counts for pay purposes.

Francis de Sales Church, Riverside. 

Colonel Smith enlisted in the sixth 
cavalry in 1890, and participated in the 
Sioux Indian outbreak in South Dakota. 
He also saw service in Cuba in the nine- 
ties. For many years he served in the 
Philippine Islands. He was in command 
of a provisional troop of the 14th 
eavalry against the Moros, in Mindanao, 
1904-05, and served as major of the 
Philippine Scouts and as civil governor 
of the district of Lanao, in 1909. In 





1912 he was commander of U. 8. troops 
at Nogales, Ariz. 

Colonel Smith was military attache of 
the American legation at Bogota, Colom- 
bia, in 1915 and 1916; commander of the 
841ist Infantry, Camp Grant, at Rock- 
ford, Ill, in 1917 and in 1918, com- 
manded the 314th Cavalry at El Paso, 
Tex. 

In 1918 he was recommended by Gen- 
eral Pershing for promotion to brigadier 
general, and was awarded the congres- 
sional medal of honor and certificate of 
merit. He retired in 1980, after more 
than 30 years’ of service, principally 
with the Cavalry. 

Colonel Smith was the author of gram- 
mar of the Maguidanao tongue and of 
articles on history of the Southwest for 
papers and magazines. Colonel Smith 
leaves a wealth of unpublished history 
of the Southwestern Border States, 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia which with elaborate maps he has 
painstakingly prepared from authentic 
records. Much of Colonel Smith's time 
was given to this work since his retire- 
ment and years spent in those four states 
as well as in Mexico itself. 

A devoted husband and father, a true 
friend and a_ nideal soldier, Colonel 
Smith’s memory will live ever fresh in 
the hearts of those who knew him.

ing the Academy. I write with personal 
knowledge of a Representative who re- 
cently had eleven competitors for an ap- 
pointment to West Point and not one 
for an appointment to the Naval Acad- 
emy. 

It seems contrary to good common 
sense and to the benefit of any organiza- 
tion itself to retire men who have 
reached the peak of their usefulness. 
Certainly a large part of the actual 
directions and work aboard ship and on 
shore is performed by officers in the 
grades of lieutenant and lieutenant com- 
mander, They comprise Heads of De- 
partments and their assistants, the Com- 
manding Officers of the smaller units of 
the Fleet and generally the officers who 
really execute the orders and actually 
direct the operations to be performed. 
To retire a large number of such officers 
every year, and still clamor for more 
officers in the Navy is manifestly con- 
tradictory and inconsistent to say the 
least. It takes years of study and ex- 
perience before graduates of the Naval 
Academy can replace them. Furthermore 
it costs the government thousands of 
dollars to educate and train each mid- 
shipman at the Academy, 

No one will deny but that a certain 
amount of selection especially in’ the 
higher grades is a necessity. But why 
not retain officers passed over on the 
active list as long as they can and do 
perform the duties assigned them effi- 
ciently? This group could be assigned 
to duty aboard a certain class of vessels 
for which a large number of them would 
probably be well fitted,—Naval Auxili 
aries. It is believed that dupior 
officers would welcome s8éh i measure 
in lieu of being thrown out of employ- 
ment with a mere pittance with which 
to support those dependent upon them 
for existence. Undoubtedly the Service 
as a whole would be greatly benefitted. 

Thank you again for the valuable ser- 
vice you are rendering the officer per- 
sonnel of the Navy as a whole and the 
entire nation.

In your last week's number was ua 
statement by “M. I. N. I.” that the 
JOURNAL is making a survey of promo- 
tion opinion in some of the armed ser- 
vices, and that members of Congress are 
employing this means of gauging ser- 
vice morale in its application to the 
drafting of legislation. 

Not many years ago, if a group of 
officers were to circularize service per- 
sonnel and publish a test-vote on official 
policies, there would probably have been 
decisive courts-martial action. This was 
because of the rather clear proofs, in 
past military history, that the introduc- 
tion of the ballot into military organiza- 
tion is exceedingly destructive. 

The fact that the present electioneer- 
ing is being conducted by your paper, 
instead of by military subordinates, does 
not seem, to me, to affect the issue. The 
fact is that you are creating the impres- 
sion that, if a bloc or a majority of 
subordinates differ with the opinions of 
command, they need merely bring the 
question to vote, and publish the vote in 
your paper, in order to bring remedial 
action by Congress. j 

I am a strong believer in freedom of 
individual opinion among service per- 
sonnel, But please do not forget that, 
in a good Army or Navy, there is no 
such thing as an organized opinion of 
subordinates for, against, or on the sub- 
ject of authoritative policies. If you 
succeed in your apparent desire to 
create organized subordinate opinions, 
you will have done much to wreck the 
service which you really wish to be- 
friend.

Let me” his opportunity to ex- 
press to you my thanks for your initia- 
tive in conducting a survey among the 


commissioned personnel of the Navy 
with regard to the present selection 
system. 


I enclose herewith the card forwarded 
to me to be filled out. Personally, I am 
thoroughly opposed to the present system 
of selection. Many years of commis- 
sioned service in the Navy have so em- 
bittered me against this system that I 
cannot help but express myself at this 
time. 

Provision has already been made for 
eliminating from the service those offi- 
cers of the Navy who have definitely 
proven themselves to be wash-outs. To 
me it appears almost incredible that 
necessity should exist for continuance of 
a system whereby practically one-half 
of the officers of the Navy, when due for 
promotion, are passed over. Such a 
system is bound to be extremely harm- 
ful to morale and detrimental to the 
Navy in general, It involves a tremend- 
ous loss each year in well trained and 
efficient officer personnel as well as be- 
ing in itself a rather expensive propo- 
sition, to say the least. There is no one 
who can say that practically one-half 
of the officers in the Navy of the rank 
of senior grade lieutenant and above are 
unfit for promotion, but yet this is ex- 
actly what the present system of elimi- 
nation means, despite what the ad- 
herents of selection say—that when an 
officer is passed over it doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean he is unfit for promotion. 
Whether it means unfit for promotion 
or not, the officer passed over is put in 
the same category as those who have 
definitely proven themselves to be unfit 
for promotion. They are all in the same 
boat and they are all branded with that 
same X, meaning “exit.” No tangible 
differentiation whatever exists. 

Originally, the sense of security had 
a great deal to do with influencing an 
officer to follow a Naval career as a pro- 
fession in spite of the rather low pay 
scale comparable to civilian professions. 
Today, there appears to be absolutely no 
sense of security, and to my mind this 
is a very discouraging and dishearten- 
ing proposition. Whether it is generally 
known or not, the situation has resulted 
in many officers seeking duty at various 
places where they may on the side, pre- 
pare themselves for some sort of work 
in civilian life should they be one of 
the unfortunates who, although they 
have run a good race, produced good 
fitness reports and done their jobs well, 
are passed over. I do not believe that 
officers should be put in a position of 
constantly fearing what the morrow will 
bring. When they have done their jobs 
well, they are deserving of promotion. 
If they have fallen down and have failed 
to produce, then that is an entirely 
different matter. 

Personally, I would prefer to remain 
in one grade for years if necessary, if 
at the same time, I knew that as long 
as I performed well all the duties to 
which assigned, I would be spared the 
necessity of continually running the 
gauntlet for only a 50% chance each 
time of obtaining a speedy promotion. 
The pay bill already provides for partial 
and fair increase in pay regardless of 
whether one is promoted or not. 

It is surprising that the two military 
branches of the government (Army and 
Navy) should have such radically differ- 
ent systems for promotion with appar- 
ently neither one willing to exchange 
with the other but, for the reasons out-

I have received a postcard sent to me 
in connection with your plan to ascer- 
tain Service opinion in regard to the 
method of promotion by selection now 
in force in the Navy. 

I believe that any opinion that I should 
care to express or any recommendation 
that I should have to make, regarding 
the system of promotion should be ad- 
dressed to the Bureau of Navigation. 

If a large number of officers in the 
Navy feel the same, it is doubtful 
whether the result of your survey will 
present a correct estimate of Service 
opinion in regard to this question.

Enclosed is your card regarding pro- 
motion. 

Selection is, in my opinion, the proper 
method for promotion, but there are ob- 
vious defects in the present system. 

Selection should be made upon the 
basis of efficiency, aptitude as an officer, 
general service reputation, temperament 
and relationship with associates. 

Many of the characteristics upon 
which marks are made in the present 
Fitness Reports are useless and mislead- 
ing; it is rare that they represent a 
true picture of the character of the offi- 
cer reported upon. 

For example; no one can mark satis- 
factorily on “Presence of Mind,” or “En- 
durance.” Even with long experience 
and association with an officer, there 
may have been no opportunity to observe 
his reactions in those regards. 

Some indication of “personality” 
should show on Fitness Reports, to show 
that an officer is “pleasing, congenial, 
and sociable,” or “Unattractive, stern, 
bombastic or egotistical.” 

Present Fitness Reports to not indi- 
cate relationship with junior officers or 
with enlisted men. 


Commanding Officers should be able 


to mark officers more accurately, but if 
they did so under present regulations it 
would involve them in many arguments 
concerning “unsatisfactory” reports or 
entries. Officers are now frequently 
given “passing” or barely satisfactory 
marks, to avoid such arguments, either 
verbal or written in rebuttal of state- 
ment of officer reported upon. 

This does not cover the subject, but 
gives a few ideas.

Would you be kind enough to publish 
in your column this comment on Naval 
promotions : 

For the last twenty years the Navy 
has striven to improve material with 
splendid results. Consider what improve- 
ment has been made in Officer person- 
nel. A glance at the Navy Register will 
show a vast improvement. The Register 
shows a splendid corps of officers, ex- 
perienced and schooled in a_ splendid 
Fleet, though a shortage of the officers 
required to man a treaty Navy exists. 

Now let us look at Naval promotions. 
We find the plucking board through its 
successor, the selection board, working 
marvels. Officers at the Naval War Col- 
lege informed in the middle of their 
course that they are unfit for a further 
career in the Navy. Technical officers, 
post graduates of the best schools in 
the country no longer fit for retention. 
Marine Corps Officers who have made 
history for the Corps in France and in 
the Caribbean, informed that the Corps 
has no place for them. Some have said 
it would have been better to have been 
killed in action than to be retired in 
disgrace. Excellent Medical Officers no 
longer competent to practice. Supply 








eighty per cent of them will not last to 
get in twenty-two years. It is a rather 
deplorable picture. 

It is a wonder to me how this unex. 
plicable situation ever came about. The 
only plausible reason I can assign is the 


psychology under which the selection 
system operates. This psychology jg 


based on three things: First, the ego of 
the officer, which is pardonable ; second, 
the selfishness of the individual, which 
is unpardonable; and thirdly, the im. 
pression that some person or group of 
persons is in his way, a condition whic 
can be corrected. 

It is time that every officer of the 
Naval service from Captain or Colonel 
down to the lowest Ensign or Second 
Lieutenant, be he line or staff, sit down 
and give promotion laws a thought. Let 
him divorce himself from the psycho. 
logical reasons above, and with an open 
mind, figure out the exact mathematical 
chances against him. If he is satisfied 
with the result, he is a most abnormal 
person. If he is dissatisfied—and he 
should be, let him do his best to correct 
the situation. If the Officers of the 
Navy favored the original selection law 
in 1916, the Officers of today can favor 
a law in 1936. In 1916 selection was 
good for the majority, in 1936 it is good 
for the minority. Majorities make laws. 
I should like every officer of the Naval 
service to exert his best efforts to bring 
this present situation to an end. Not 
that selection does not have its merits, 
but its demerits outweigh its merits in 


1936. I doubt if a single Member of 
Congress who voted for the _ selection 


measures for the Navy and Marines in 
the last two years fully understood the 
injustices to the majority that these 
measures would perpetrate. 

This is not a question of the Navy 
versus the Marines, the line versus the 
staff, or one group versus another 
group. It is a question for all officers 
of the Naval service and the Navy De 
partment. A promotion system which 
will be fair to one and all is needed 
and needed badly. A system that is not 
based on selfishness and gambling in- 
stinct. 

In closing may I recommend the Army 
system of promotion as a goal to shoot 
for. The Army should feel grateful to 
its wise and all seeing former Chief of 
Staff, General McArthur, for this splen- 
did achievement of military administra 
tion. The Army system makes for @ 
modest and honorable career for all. 
The Navy system offers only disillusion- 
ment and disgrace for the majority. 

May I suggest, that all Captains and 
Colonels of the Naval service retired 0D 
30 years’ service, if not selected for flag 
rank, and that those having World War 
service be advanced to the rank of Com- 
modore and Brigadier on the retired list 
for that service. That for all other off- 
cers the Army system be adopted lock, 
stock and barrel. 

In closing bear in mind, “One for all, 
and all for one.” Not forgetting, “We 
must all hang together or we will all 
hang separately.”

able that the Army Medical Corps sys- 
tem of selection be studied.” 

“A return to a system of weeding out 
the obviously unfit yearly is to be pre- 
ferred to the evils of the present sys- 
tem,” says a lieutenant commander. 
“Promotion would of course be slowed 
up. Retirement pay is now seriously 
jeopardized.” 

“I believe some sort of selection essen- 
tial,” says a captain who opposes the 
present system. “I believe those not 
selected should be advanced to next 
grade and then retired—increased pay is 
not essential.” 

“Selection should not extend below 





promotion from lieutenant commander 
to commander,” states another captain. 


“The principal defect of selection is 
that physical condition is not accurately 
determined and gives enough weight,” 
states a captain. “Many of our flag 
officers could not stand strain of war.” 

Another captain suggests: “Slight 
modification of present reports of fitness 
and elimination of admirals after seven 
years in grade.” 

“Questions 1, 2, 3, and 4 cannot be 
answered by ‘yes’ or ‘no’,” states a com- 
mander, “Would prefer the present sys- 
tem to a service upheaval at present.” 

“Select outstanding officers for—Group 
A—others Group B—have plucking 
Board and weed out unsatisfactory,” 
suggests another three striper. 

“I have always believed the present 





selection system far superior to the 
plucking Board promotion by seniority 
and age in grade and the Army class B 
system,” writes a commander. “While 
not perfect I feel it works for the best 
interests of the Service.” 


A lieutenant commander, “Modify fit- 
ness reports to remove current ‘Color- 
lessness’. Have Bureau of Navigation 
conduct campaign to establish greater 
uniformity in standard of marking. Have 
each selection board report their troubles 
with fitness reports and recommended 
correctives. Admiral Sim’s system is 
N. G. because hearsay and fragmentary 
and no one can note fairly unless he 
sees an officer's complete record. Confu- 
sion increased.” 

“In my opinion,” says a leutenant 
commander, “principal problems are 1, 
increasing retired list which will eventu- 
ally jeopardize retirement system. 2, 
retirement of reasonably useful officer in 
their prime.” 

“Use present system,” says a lieuten- 
ant commander, “except (a) have sea 
duty and shore duty promotion lists kept 
separately. (b) select for sea duty num- 
ber required to fill commands with young 
officers. (c) keep all other good officers 
on shore duty list where age does not 
matter. (d) Eliminate only the unfit.” 

“An investigation should be made by 
a board composed of outstanding men 
similar to the ones which have investi- 
gated aviation,” says a lieutenant. “Con- 
gressmen think in terms of politics, De- 
partment board is too far in the trees to 
see the forest.” 

“I believe that Naval Academy stand- 
ing should not stay with an officer 
throughout his career but should be 
modified by a coeflicient determined by 
Naval Academy standing and fitness re- 
ports,” states a lieutenant. “This should 
be a mechanical process which could be 
handled by a clerk.” 

Opposing selection as now in force, a 
lieutenant proposes an investigation by 
a “joint or congressional committee con- 
sidering the recommendations of a spe- 
cial Department Board.” 

“If massed forced attrition is neces- 
sary,” states a lieutenant, “have a gen- 
eral clean up by ‘selection out’—starting 
from the top.” 

“Relieve a selection system necessary,” 
says a lieutenant. “Favor a system 
similar to one proposed by Admiral 
Sims. Believe selection board methods 
should be standardized, and that open 
knowledge of methods and requirements 
should be available to all officers in the 
service.” 

“Personne) should not be forced to re- 
main in after being passed over,” states 
a lieutenant, “but should be allowed to 
retire voluntarily.” 

“Eliminate names of both reporting 
officer and officer reported on,” suggests 
a lieutenant, “where submitting present 
reports to board if Sims method is not 
adopted. 

“Recommend retiring Rear Admirals 
before age of 64 when they have com- 
pleted service afloat or if not potential 
material for C-in-C,” says a lieutenant. 

“Improve morale and retired list by 
assigning pass-overs to shore duty only 
or permit government employment in 
shore end of maritime interests of gov- 
ernment of retired list,” says a leuten- 
ant. “Ilave fitness reports include certi- 
ficate by C. O. as to highest rank, all 
things considered, which he considers 
officer reported is suitable material. Re- 
quire officers being selected to submit 
maximum of 200 word statement giving 
their own estimate of their service to 
date and qualifications for next rank. 
Keep Congress out of it!” 

“Selection based on fitness reports 
alone,” suggests a passed-over lieutenant. 
“If we had the proper elimination of the 
physically unfit In the upper ranks, se- 
lection in the lower ranks need not be 
quite so drastic.” 

“Provide limited inactive duty subject 
to recall in the congested grades, along 
the lines of the British system,” sug- 
gests a junior lieutenant. 

“The ‘plucking’ board rathe 
selection board,” urges a 
junior grade. 

“Some modification, whatever it may 
be, to allay the fear which the present

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Merchant Marine 

Production of merchant vessels 
throughout the world shows an increase 
of nearly 30 per cent, says the statement 
issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 
for the quarter ended December 31 last. 
The figures include all ships of 100 gross 
tons each and upwards now building in 
all maritime countries except Russia. 

The world total of more than a million 
and a half gross tons of vessels now 
being built, is an advance of almost 350,- 
000 tons over the aggregate reported for 
the quarter ending September 30 last. 
Germany alone, of all the principal mari- 
time countries, fails to show an increase. 
For Great Britain and Ireland, the gain 
is about 40 per cent, and for the United 
States nearly 100 per cent, although only 
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a relatively small amount of tonnage is 
being built in this country. The increase 
for Great Britain and Ireland is 212,000 
gross tons, as compared with 16,500 tons 
for the United States. For Japan, a 
gain of 57,000 tons, representing an in- 
crease of over 90 per cent, is reported. 
Holland, with a gain of 42,000 tons, 
shows an increase of 67 per cent. 
Smaller advances are reported for the 
other countries. Italy’s total shows an 
increase of only about 1,300 tons, and 
American shipyards are now building 
more tonnage than the Italian. Figures 
of production in the last two quarters 
in Great Britain and Ireland, the United 
States, and the other countries taken as 
a group, shows up as follows in gross 
tons: 

Great Britain and Ireland, 743,086 
gross tons compared with 530,554 gross 
tons; United States, 33,371 gross tons 
compared with 16,800 gross tons; other 
countries, 766,696 gross tons compared 
with 650,615 gross tons; world total, 1,- 
143,153 gross tons compared with 1,197,- 
969 gross tons.

system is causing, should be adopted,” 
states an ensign. 

“Naval Academy classes are too large; 
promotion all along the line should oc- 
cur at an earlier age, and drastic selec- 
tion should not be resorted to until the 
grade of commander is reached,” states 
an ensign. 

“Extend selection from lower half to 
upper half in Rear Admiral grade,” sug- 
gests a staff admiral. “Forced attrition 
is hurtful to a small degree but inherent 
in any eflicient system, civil or military.” 

“Limit number selected up to say one 
third the vacancies to advance outstand- 
ing men,” writes a staff captain. “Ex- 
tend idea of retention list to force out 
those inefficient. Remainder to continue 
to serve in grade with promotion by 
seniority. Extend same selection to top 
rear admirals.” 

“Selection out rather than up,” says 
a medical captain. “Selection to apply 
to the three upper ranks in the Navy.” 

Writes a staff captain: “Selection up, 
selection out, and elimination after cer- 
tain number of years in each grade. All 
three to apply to rank of Rear Admiral 
also, so far as selection out and elimina- 
tion are concerned.” 

“Fitness report system tends to ‘over- 
obedience’ or subservience,” says a naval 
constructor. “Suggest Civil Service sys- 
tem of marks, so that 90% of all offi- 
cers will not be ‘above average’—obvi- 
ously absurd. At present no ‘average’ 
officer could hope for selection.” 

“*Forced attrition’ should continue, but 
only for a positive reason, e. g., unfavor- 
able fitness report, ete.,” writes a doctor. 
“The position of officers on the roster 
should not be changed if the record of 
each is free from unfavorable reports.” 

“Promotion by selection similar to 
system advocated by Adm. Sims,” sug- 
gests a passed-over staff lieutenant com- 
mander. 

“Medical records should be elimi- 
nated,” suggests a doctor who has been 
passed over. “Covering names using 
numbers of records before Board. Pro- 
vision for severe penalties on reporting 
Seniors who forward ‘unsatisfactory re- 
ports’ as ‘satisfactory’.” 

“Most any system which will permit 
officers to exercise initiative,” urges a 
supply officer, ‘“‘They now fear to do any- 
thing which may give them an unfavor- 
able report.” 

“I recommend scrapping of the entire 
U. 8. Navy system of selection and adop- 
tion in its place of the British system of 
Selection and promotion,” states a supply 
officer. “The British Navy has existed 
much longer than ours, lest we forget.” 

“I believe the present system is the 
best for the Navy as a whole,” writes a 
staff lieutenant. 

“Combination of selection and promo- 
tion by seniority,” states a lieutenant 





eolonel. “Also, with this, a mild selec- 
tion out to eliminate dead wood.” 

“Under no circumstance should an 
officer not selected be allowed to remain 
in the service,” states a senior Marine 
Officer. “Retirement by request after 
twenty years’ service.” 

“I oppose any system eliminating large 
groups of officers each year and replac- 
ing them by other groups, who in turn 
will also be eliminated in the same pro- 
portion,” writes a major. “It under- 
mines the sense of security and justice 
to the officers.” 

“Let the present system alone,” states 
a major. “It will work out for the best 
interests of the service.” 

“Repeal section 16 of present Marine 
Corps Personnel Bill,” says a first lieu- 
tenant. “Then O.K.” 


Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended January 15, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,- 
485,000,000, an increase of $5,000,000 
compared with the preceding week and 
of $21,000,000 compared with the corre- 
sponding week in 1935. 

On January 15 total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,485,000,000, an in- 
crease of $9,000,000 for the week. This 
increase corresponds with increases of 
$114,000,000 in member bank reserve bal- 
ances and $19,000,000 in nonmember de- 
posits and other Federal Reserve ac- 
counts, offset in part by increases of 
$14,000,000 in monetary gold stock and 
$16,000,000 in Treasury and national 
bank currency and decreases of $61,000,- 
000 in money in circulation and $31,000,- 
000 in Treasury cash and deposits with 
Federal Reserve banks. Member bank re- 
serve balances on January 15 were es- 
timated to be approximately $3,090,000,- 
000 in excess of legal requirements. 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills and industrial advances. An in- 
crease of $17,000,000 in holdings of 
United States Treasury bills was offset 
by a decrease of $17,000,000 in holdings 
of United States Treasury notes. 





Sponsors USS Mugford 

The Secretary of the Navy designated 
Miss Madeline Orne of 32 Mugford St., 
Marblehead, Mass., as sponsor for the 
USS Mugford (DD8389) named in honor 
of her great-great-grand-uncle the late 
Capt. James Mugford, USN. 

The USS Mugford (DD389) probably 
will be launched at the Navy Yard, Bos- 
ton, Mass., the latter part of 1936 but 
no definite date has, as yet, been set. 





Reports Prosperous Year 

The Federal Services Finance Cor- 
poration, of Washington, D. C., report- 
ing on 1935 business states that “net 
profits amounted to $104,642.96,  suffi- 
cient for regular dividend of 7% on the 
$250,000.00 preferred stock, $2.00 regu- 
lar and 50c extra per share on common 
stock, and to increase undivided prof- 
its account by an amount equal to more 
than $3.00 per common share, after 
setting aside reserve for Federal income 
tax and providing reserves for bad ac- 
counts.”

Sues on Auto Parts 


In the suit of the Wisconsin Axle 
Company vs. The Automotive Parts Com- 
pany, which was appealed by The Auto- 
motive Parts Company to the United 
State Circuit Court of Appeals in Cin- 
cinnati, a decision has been handed 
down which orders that the injunction 
issued by the District Court of the 
Northern District of Ohio enjoining and 
restraining The Automotive Parts Com- 


pany of Cleveland, Ohio, from making 
using or selling bevel gear sets, axle 
shafts, or any replacement parts or ele 
ments usable for rebuilding axles mage 
in accordance with Patent No. 1,571,8 
and with Claim 2 of Patent No. 1,730. 
900, and from infringing upon or ¢op. 
tributing to the infringement of saiq 
patents, shall “stand and the cause he 
remanded with permission to the lower 
Court to modify the injunction upon the 
appellant's motion and the introduction 
of proofs showing that its sales are for 
the purpose of repairs and not recop. 
struction.” 


The Automotive Parts Company filed 
a Petition for Rehearing in an effort to 
relieve itself of the burden of showing 
that the sales of parts were for the pur. 
pose of repairs and not reconstruction, 
This petition was denied. 


This suit was brought by the Wiscop- 
sin Axle Company as a test case against 
The Automotive Parts Company for the 
purpose of securing an adjudication on

The Coast Guard Set-Up 


Boake Carter, radio commentator, 
who has been criticizing the present ad- 
ministrative set-up of the Coast Guard 
in the Treasury Department “closed his 
case” in a recent broadcast, after re- 
eiving a statement from Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau denying his 
charges. 

“In the law courts,” Mr. Carter said, 
“it is the legal procedure for the plain- 
tiff to close as well as open his case. 
The burden of proof is upon him. 
Therefore, that gives him opportunity 
to present his case. The other side then 
makes its defensive—and the plaintiff 
then may answer in rebuttal that which 
has been brought up by the defense. 

“Qn this basis then we report and re- 
putt on the check made of Secretary 
Morganthau‘s letter to us, regarding 
heretofore explained coast guard 
changes. The check comes from au- 
yuthoritative sources within the Guard 
itself. We gladly take back the words 
about the Guard being filtrated by 
dvilians and political jobholders. As 
yet civilians have not been placed in 
the Guard. One up to the Secretary. 
However, the score is evened, we be- 
lieve in this instance. Observed the Sec- 
retary. Not one civilian has been placed 
ina position of authority in the Guard 
since I have been Secretary. In addi- 
tion, it was observed that reorganizer 
Ballinger—admittedly aé_ civil service 
system merit employe, under whose di- 
rection organization changes were made 
—had finished and ‘has moved on to 
perform other work in another branch 
of the Treasury.’ 

“Both those observations were writ- 
ten December 6th. Yet it is interesting 
to discover that the very same day 
this civilian reorganizer of a sea-going 


outfit with a magnificent record for 
more than 100 years national service, 
telephoned to guard headquarters in 


Washington for two officers, one a cap- 
tain, the other a commander, to step 
wer to the Treasury for a conference 
with him. Which would seem to indi- 
cate that he may have moved on, but 
not so very far. It is also interesting 
to note that he remains an ex-officio 
member of all Coast Guard boards. 
What we maintained originally was that 
it didn’t seem sound for a civilian with 
Ww sea experience, to step in and re- 
organize a sea outfit. We have to have 
“agoing coast guard oflicers, just as 
the navy has to have seagoing naval 
iiieers to work out its plans. If the 
avy brought in a civilian to reorgan- 
i it and tell it what to do, we should 
“on have a political navy with no idea 
ifwhat to do at sea. The civilian in 
qestion, as the Secretary observes, 
may be one of the best civil service men 
i the world—but he is not a marine 
“pert—and cannot be expected to know 
ithe problems that face men carrying 
® duties at sea. If there is to be an in- 
"stigation of the Guard, then surely 
4 former naval officer, or well-informed 
‘rilian sea-going personnel, should do 
the job—for civilians cannot appreciate 
ihe intricate problems confronting sea- 
‘lng officers,

similar to that used by the Army. Had 
not the spotlight of publicity been 
thrown on the proposed selection sys- 
tem, it might have been law before this 
board had an opportunity to study it. 

“Thus, it would seem that our main 
point has been won—that what was a 
palpably unfair promotion system 
drawn up in secret at the last session 
of Congress—had been dumped because 


of the spotlight turned upon it and a 
sounder system reinstituted, for the 


benefit of officers and men in the Guard. 
If that is so, it is very pleasing. After 
all, here’s the point. The Guard has 
three main duties—acting the part of 
policeman, saving life at sea, and saving 
property. The public is most interested 
in saving life at sea and its property, 
no less the police end of it. It is then, 
something of a humanitarian outfit. It 
has a record for nearly 150 years which 
is magnificent, studies with heroism 
time and again, quiet and superbly effi- 
cient. If that is the record of the 
Guard—-then it seems hard to under- 
stand why it should be reorganized. If 
it had fallen down on the job, one could 
understand. But admit that the aim of 
the reorganizers was to make something 
already efficient, even more efficient. 
Admit that even—but we still contend 
that such a job should be performed by 
at least former naval officers, or men 
who understand the problems of the 
sea and those confronting sea-going 
officers. Flowever, our main point havy- 
ing been won—the elimination of the 
bad selection system plan in exchange 
for an honest one—the plaintiff, having 
opened the case, closes the rebuttal, and 
we hope, the case. Let it stand or fall 
on its merits.”

As Secretary 
and Treasurer, and as historian, Col- 
onel Heller has been the vital spark in 
the Carabao Washington Corral. 





Naval Reserve Hearings 

Declaring that in the past some of 
the Regular Naval officers administer- 
ing the Naval Reserve have been “an- 
tagonistic,” a representative of the U. 8S. 
Naval Reserve Officers’ Association 
testifying before the special House na- 
val reserve subcommittee, urged provi- 
sion for some measure of self-govern- 
ment for the Reserve. 

Comdr. N. W. Pickering, USNR, of 
Connecticut, vice-president of the Re- 
serve Association and a member of its 
legislative committee, told the Delaney 
subcommittee that the present Reserve 
set-up at the Navy Department was 
“inefficient” and was responsible for its 
“decline” in recent years. He and Capt. 
I. W. Hesselman, USNR, president of 
the Association, presenting the case of 
the Reserves to the members of the 
House Naval Affairs subcommittee con- 
sidering reorganization and expansion 
of the Naval Reserve, urged the adop- 
tion of one of the following methods to 
assure “proper appreciation” of the Re- 
serve by naval officials: 


(1) An assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for the Naval Reserve. 

(2) A naval reserve bureau at the 
Department. 

(3) Provision for a Naval Reserve 


officer on active duty who has direct ac- 
cess to the Secretary and Chief of Na- 
val Operations, and whose tenure of of- 
fice does not depend upon his subservi- 
ance to other authority. 

The Reserve officials followed officers 
of the Regular Navy and Reserve offi- 
cers on active duty who testified in sup- 


port of the Navy’s proposed Reserve 
legislation. They offered a number of 


objections to the report of the Navy 
Department board and its proposed bill. 
Among the Reserve objections were the 
following: 

(1) The Nichols board report reflects 
upon the ability of Reserve officers they 
suid by permitting the Secretary of the 
Navy to discharge officers, while Regu- 
lar Navy officers cannot be discharged 
except on sentence of court-martial. 

(2) Under proposed bill of Depart- 
mental board Reserve officers on mo- 
hilization are placed at the foot of their 


grade and remain there during war 
while Regular Navy officers junior to 


them ure promoted over them. 

(3) The provision for retired pay for 
Reserve officers is in their opinion too 
narrow and is, they state, apparently 
drawn for benefit of special individuals 
rather than as a general retirement law. 


(4) Ships and equipment furnished 
reserve are obsolete. Reserve should 
have modern equipment. 

(5) The new legislation takes away 


the title of the active drilling units and 
under its new name loses prestige and 
precedent, which, members declare, may 
be reflected in securing priority of ap 
propriations in the future. 

Captain Hesselman, in his statement 
to the committee, traced the history of 
the Reserve from its foundation in 1889 
to the present, declaring that it had 
always been essentially a local unit, and 
that the main Reserve reliance would 
always be placed on the active drilling 


Reserve establishment. He urged that 
it be encouraged in every way. Both 
Captain Hesselman and Commander 


Pickering were critical of the

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Hold Up Army Nominations 

The Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs has agreed to hold up reports 
on the nominations of Army brigadier 
generals of the line and consequently all 
promotion list nominations until pro- 
tests voiced to the committee have been 
considered. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
committee, said that the committee will 
meet Friday, January 31, to consider 
protests which Senators Walsh and 
Coolidge, of Massachusetts, have said 
they wish to present. 

Senators Walsh and Coolidge have 
requested this action saying that some 
of their constituents were opposed to 
one of the nominees. Later Senator 
Walsh told the JournaL “Senator Cool- 
idge and I have requested the Senate 
Military Committee to hold a hearing 
on the nomination of Col. Duncan 
Major, jr., to be a brigadier general of 
the line. Several of our constituents are 
opposed to his promotion and have asked 
us to take this action. The persons op- 
posed to the nomination are the same 
ones who held up his promotion to col- 
onel some time ago. They have stated 
that they will be present at the hearing 
next Friday to present their objections 
in person.” 

Asked if he would abide by the com- 
mittee’s decision in the matter one way 
or the other, Senator Walsh said, “Well 
when I fought the nomination before, I 
took the fight to the Senate floor.” 
Asked if he proposed to do so this time, 
he replied, “I will cross that bridge 
when I come to it.” 

Several years ago the nomination of 
the same officer for promotion was held 
up because of protests filed by veterans 
of a New England division because of a 
report he was said to have made regard- 





ing the division. However, the protests 
were not successful and his nomination 
was confirmed. 

The Committee yesterday voted to re- 
port out favorably the nomination of 
Maj. Gen. A. H. Blanding to be chief 
of the National Guard Bureau and also 
all nominations for transfers between 
arms and services. 





Service Remembers King George 


The death of King George V of En- 
gland and the accession to the throne 
of the Prince of Wales as Edward VIII 
recalls both of these historic monarchs 
to the minds of many service officers. 
The interest both of them have shown 
in military and naval affairs and their 
personal contacts with American Army 
and Navy personnel during the World 
War brings the events of the past week 
close to the service. 


When General John J. Pershing went 
to Europe on the Baltic with the first 
group of Americans to enter the World 
War, one of his first official acts was a 
visit to King George at Buckingham 
Palace. 


“His Majesty,” writes General Persh- 
ing in “My Experiences in the World 
War,,” “smartly dressed in the uniform 
of a Field Marshal, received me in dem- 
ocratic fashion for a few minutes be- 
fore the others were presented. I gave 
him the President’s message, to which 
he replied with high praise of Mr. Wil- 
son, commenting upon the very large 
war powers of our Chief Executive. 
His Majesty was pleased that America 
had come into the war and dwelt upon 
the fact that Anglo-Saxon peoples were 
at last united in a common cause. He 
mentioned the great cost of the war, the 





large numbers of men Great Britain had 
already furnished the Army and Navy, 
and the tremendous losses they had suf- 
fered. He severely condemned the Ger- 
man submarine atrocities and told of the 
recent sinking of several vessels with 
the loss of practically all on board. He 
was not optimistic over the outlook and 
expressed the hope that ‘we would send 
over a large number of destroyers.’ As 
to aviation, he had heard through the 
dispatches the extravagant claims of 
certain boastful Americans and he asked 
me whether we really expected soon to 
have 50,000 airplanes in the field. I had 
to acknowledge that such reports were 
extremely exaggerated and that we 
should not be sending over any planes 
for some time to come.” 


Later, when the King presented Gen- 
eral Pershing with the Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Bath, the General 
wrote, “The presentations were infor- 
mal, as he simply handed the decora- 
tions to us in turn, at the same time 
expressing his appreciation of American 
assistance.” 

Rear Adm. Hugh Rodman, USN-Ret., 
in his interesting book, “Yarns of a 
Kentucky Admiral,” tells of the visit 
of King George and the Prince of Wales 
to the American vessels. 

“During our tour of duty with the 
Grand Fleet,” Admiral Rodman said, 
“King George made several visits to it, 
and each time made an official visit to 
my flag-ship. On his first visit, when 
we were in Scapa Flow, he made a thor- 
ough inspection of the flagship and, hav- 
ing been an officer in the Royal Navy, 
was thoroughly capable of judging at 
first hand, not only as to our condition 
with reference as to our maintenance, 
cleanliness and upkeep, but with regard 
to the salient differences in our con-
